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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 8. 

In step (c) "the second value" lack a positive antecedent basis. In addition, it is not clear 
whether "the previous energy" refers back to "a first previous energy" recited in step (a). 
In step (d) it is not clear whether "a prior mask signal of the first peak detector" is a 
further definition of "a high-ranked mask signal" or they are two different signals. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 12, 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Walley 
(US 5,892,792 previously cited). 

Claim 12. 

Walley discloses a multi-peak detector of a mobile telecommunication system (see Fig. 
16), comprising: 

means (702) for cumulatively saving a plurality of energy values that are calculated 
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by using a matched filter (440 in Fig.9); and 

means (702) for outputting newly saved plural energy values out of the accumulated 
plural energy values, the newly saved plural energy values being outputted based on a high- 
ranked mask signal (at LOAD) and a high-ranked enable control signal (INIT). 

Claim 13. 

Walley discloses a plurality of outputting means (709) outputting two different signals. 
Claim 15. 

Though not described, the accumulator (702) requires an index corresponding to each of 
the accmumlated plural energy values for accumulation operation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-7, 19-20 are allowed. 

6. Claims 8-11 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

7. Claim 14, 16-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
